Effort is making by certain gct-neh-quirk profiteers to cut 
out all “ overhead” and to deal with the people “ direct” on 
certain lines, such as socks and neckties. 
'The method i 
to 
uae Uncle Sam’s mails. 
Two to four neckties, or a pair of 
socks or two, arc enclosed in an envelope and addressed to 
people in all’parts of the country , address lists b. ing avail­ 
able cheaply . 
Identical letters are one loped in these envel­ 
opes, offering whatever is enclosed at a price which may 
sound cheap, but which really provides for a large profit con- 
sidering the quality offered. 
The recipient is giv< n the priv­ 
ilege of sending the money asked for or returning tin* pack ­ 
age. 
The people doing this business have Ltixonites on their 
list, as packages have been received by individuals here. 
A good m any people, especially those who arc a ttra c te d 
m ore by che apness th a n by quality , “ bite,” 
As a rule the.\ 
bite only once, as a try -out convinces them that the seeming 
c h e a pne ss is not real. 
The a ve r a ge man decides that h e r e ­ 
a f te r he w ants to select his own goods, instead of taking them 
h a ph a z a r d as th e y a re offered. 
T he thoughtful man decides 
t h a t he owes it to his own home tow n and his own home met* 
c h a nts to stand by tin* town and by the men w ho are helping 
him to m ake it a tow n worth living in, as well as doing the 
lion’s share of boosting com m unity interests and community 
enterprise. 
T he home-town booster should have the courtesy to return 
th e proffered goods, if postage for return is enclosed with 
th em , but it isn’t likely that he will “ bite.” 
That, this new sort of m erthandising, which avoids federal 
taxes, state m ercantile taxes and city taxes, is w idespread a l­ 
re a d y is evidenced by stories in oth e r new spapers. 
The Nor 
ristown (Pa.) Tim es-Herald publishes a letter that is enclos­ 
ed with goods t h a t are sent to “ prospects.” 
This letter is 
‘honey over” in great shape.
